Dear Senator Smith: 

Thank you for your letter of 16 August in which you were 
kind enough to say that you liked my pamphlet "Cold War, Atomic War, 
or Free Slavic Legion?” 

I am flattered by your suggestion that you might like to 
do a column on the subject for the Chicago Sun-Times. Certainly the 
American people need to be told that we do not have to commit genocide to 
overthrow the outlaw Soviet government and liberate potential friends. 

I would suggest, however, that before you prepare the 
dolumn you speak to Mr. Allen Dulles, Deputy Director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. He too has read my pamphlet, invited me to 
prepare a supplemental memorandum for consideration by the Psycholigcal 
Strategy Board, and implied that action on this proposal might be 
forthcoming. 


If for any reason he might feel that publicity at this 
time would endanger our efforts to give full scale support to the under- 
ground movement, I would prefer that his wishes be respected. 


Let me conclude by congratulating you on your stand to give 
back to the Voice of America desperately needed funds. Together with 
your forthright repudication of smear tactics in politics, this is 
further evidence that you have a rare brand of courage and morality, 

I am speaking for a great mary people in my generation 
when I say that in your stand rests the hope of those who are shocked 
at the enervating philosophy of neo-socialism and yet find it difficult 
to give their full allegiance to the Republican Party.
